BACKGROUND  SUMMARY

"Personally  and  professionally 
1  am  driven  by  the  desire  to  fight 
unequal  treatment  and  discrimi- 
nation.'' Wllkerson  said. 

"I  don't  think  people  under- 
stand the  devastation  that  dis- 
crimination can  wreak  on  one's 
life. 

"Do  you  know  the  suffering. 
the  Insidious  things  people  went 
through  because  they  could  not 
get  public  housing? 

"People  lost  their  children  be- 
cause they  had  no  home.  Children 
were  not  able  to  attend  school  - 
for  years  at  at  time  -  because  It 
was  only  last  year  when  the  law 
was  passed  In  Boston  that  allowed 
homeless  children  to  enroll  In 
school. 


"People  lived  on  the  streets. 
Barbara  R.  Arnwlne.  one  of 
Wllkerson's  best  friends  and  the 
lead  attorney  In  the  NAACP  suit, 
said  of  Wllkerson.  "She's  an 
amazing  lady.  1  think  she's  one  of 
the  real  underrated  leaders  of  this 
community." 
Commands  respect 

Wllkerson  commands  respect 
even  from  adversaries  and  is  re- 
garded as  a  calming  Influence. 

"She  Is  someone  I  would  al- 
ways look  to  to  reduce  tensions 
and  ensure  that  good  communica- 
tion rules  the  day."  said  Nell  Sulli- 
van. Mayor  Flynn's  senior  policy 
adviser,  who  has  been  involved  In 
the  NAACP  case. 

"We  have  been  able  to  discuss 
the  events  of  the  past  few  decades, 
and  we  have  been  able  to  move  to 
negotiation  and  reconciliation 
rather  than  litigation  and  receiv- 
ership." Sullivan  said.  "That  is  to 
the  credit  of  everyone  involved, 
and  obviously  she  s  been  a  key 
plaver." 

The  fourth  of  eight  children  - 
with  four  more  half-brothers  and 
half-sisters  -  Wllkerson  grew  up 
on  the  Hill,  a  poor  neighborhood 
In  Springfield.  She  was  the  first  In 
her  family  to  graduate  from  high 
school.  She  understood  adversity 
and  overcame  It. 

Although  her  grades  were 
straight  As.  her  high  school  coun- 
selor advised  her  to  take  a  stenog- 
rapher's course.  Instead,  she  ap- 
plied to  American  International 
College  in  Springfield,  and  was  ac- 
cepted with  a  scholarship. 
Started  family,  and  college 

Watching  her  mother  rear 
eight  children.  Wllkerson  said, 
she  thought  it  was  normal  for  her 
to  graduate  from  high  school,  get 
married,  start  a  famlly-of  her  own 
and  begin  college  all  at  the  same 
time. 

"It  never  occurred  to  me  that 
people  couldn't  get  married,  have 
a  baby  and  go  to  college.  1  thought 
you  could  do  all  of  that,  and  1 
didn't  expect  to  have  to  make  a 
choice." 

"She  is  a  classic  over-achiev- 
er." said  Rep.  Raymond  A.  Jordan 
Jr.  (D-Springfleld).  who  knew  of 
Wllkerson  In  their  western  Mass- 
achusetts hometown  bat  actually 
got  to  know  her  in  Boston. 

As  director  of  the  Afro-Ameri- 
csn  Cultural  Center  2f  American 
International  College,  where  Wll- 
kerson was  a  student.  Jordan 
said.  "I  was  always  hearing  about 
this  Dianne  Wllkerson  person  - 
that  she  was  very,  very  bright, 
and  was  determined  to  make  It  - 
that  she  was  destined  to  be  a 
star." 

She  was  what  Jordan  referred 
to  as  "a  blue  chipper  " 

"I  got  pregnant  with  my  sec- 
ond son  in  January."  she  said. 
"He  was  born  on  Aug.  15.  and 
Sept.  1 . 1  started  my  second  year  of 
college." 

Took  time  oat 

But  after  her  sophomore  year. 
It  all  came  to  a  sudden  halt.  Mi- 
graine headaches  associated  with 
a  mild  form  of  epilepsy,  and  a  fall- 
ing marriage,  forced  Wllkerson  to 
take  a  year  off. 

"That  year.  I  got  rid  of  my  mi- 


graine headaches,  and  1  got  rid  of 

my  husband I  went  back  the 

next  year  and  stayed  on  the 
dean's  list  for  the  next  four  semes- 
ters." She  went  on  to  law  school  at 
Boston  College. 

Her  sons  are  Wayne  Mills.  15.  a 
sophomore  at  Weston  High 
School,  and  Cornell.  14.  who  Just 
began  Boston  College  High  School. 
"I'm  really  proud  of  them.  They 
seem  to  have  their  heads  on 
straight." 

After  she  finished  law  school, 
she  practiced  criminal  law  at  Le- 
Boeuf.  Lamb,  Lelby  &  MacRae. 
"Five  years  out  of  law  school,"  she 
said.  "I  was  the  most  senior  black 
woman  In  private  practice." 

The  ranks  of  black  female  law- 
yers in  Boston,  she  and  others 
said,  remain  thin.  If  Wllkerson  Is 
made  a  partner,  she  will  be  the 
only  one  among  the  city's  private 
law  firms. 
Habit  of  Joggling 

The  habit  of  Juggling  is  Just 
that  for  Wllkerson  -  a  habit.  In 
addition  to  her  legal  work,  raising 
her  sons  and  her  NAACP  activi- 
ties, she  holds  board  positions 
with  the  Massachusetts  Bar  Asso- 
ciation. Lena  Park  Community 
Development  Corp..  and  other 
agencies.  Her  political  activism 
brought  her  into  the  public  eye. 

Two  years  ago.  while  she  was 
employed  as  an  assistant  counsel 
for  Gov.  Michael  S.  Dukakis.  Wll- 
kerson filed  her  first  challenge  to 
the  Democratic  State  Committee, 
charging  that  irregularities  dur- 
ing a  Ward  7  caucus  had  prevent- 
ed her  from  being  elected  a  dele- 
gate to  the  state  convention. 

She  and  Bernard  Snead.  an- 
other black  Dorchester  resident, 
mounted  a  second  challenge  In 
1987.  alleging  that  the  all-white 
Ward  7  delegation  violated  the 
party's  affirmative  action  rules  In 
Its  selection  process.  As  a  result, 
the  delegation  was  unseated. 

"For  the  first  time"  In  the 
state's  political  history,  said  Louis 
Ellsa,  vice  president  of  the  Boston 
NAACP.  who  has  been  politically 
active,  "they  did  not  seat  an  all- 
white  delegation.  They  did  not 
seat  any  delegation. 

"It  was  probably  one  of  the 
most  significant  events  In  state 
politics  Involving  people  of  color." 

While  admiring  Wllkerson's  te- 
nacity, Jordan  said.  "She  should 
have  negotiated.  She  could  have 
opened  up  that  particular  ward 
for  some  guaranteed  minority 
seats;  that  was  a  possibility. 

"Dlanne's  a  person  of  principle 
who  wouldn't  compromise,  but 
with  me.  I'm  a  person  of  principle 
but  I'm  also  a  politician.  I  would 
have  negotiated  rather  than  take 
It  to  the  point  which  she  took  It." 

In  the  public  housing  case.  Wll- 
kerson has  negotiated  with  Flynn 
and  other  city  officials,  some  say 
artfully. 

"Dianne  has  the  ability  to  look 
at  Items  In  a  very  comprehensive 
way."  said  Amwlne.  "She  can  see 
things  from  a  legal  perspective,  an 
organizing  perspective,  a  strate- 
glzlng  perspective." 

"She  can  think  Just  like  a  cor- 
porate head.  Just  like  a  Judge.  Just 
like  the  governor,  and  Just  like  the 
poorest  person  In  this  city."

LONSDALE  STREET  GROUNDBREAKING 

Four  months  after  a  plane  crashed  into  a  Dorchester 
neighoorhood  destroying  $2  million  worth  of  private  property, 
Mayor  Raymond  L.  Flynn  and  State  Rep.  Jim  Brett  (D-Dorchester) 
today  joined  neighoors,  friends  and  other  officials  at  a 
ceremony  marking  the  reconstruction  of  three  houses  leveled  by 
the  crasn. 

Mayor  Flynn,  who  arrived  on  Lonsdale  Street  moments  after 
the  June  26  crash,  oegan  coordinating  relief  efforts  for  the 
victims  early  that  morning.   He  has  continued  his  involvement 
through  the  summer,  helping  the  families  in  their  legal  claims 
against  Cash  Air  and  its  insurer,  and  directing  the  8RA  to 
reouild  the  houses. 

"This  has  Deen  a  true  test  of  neighborhood  strength  and 
spirit,"  Mayor  Flynn  said.   "Everyone  from  neignoors  to 
architects,  contractors,  oanks  and  residents  of  other 
neighborhoods  came  together  in  what  has  oeen  a  heartwarming 
display  of  compassion  —  and  this  is  the  result,"  Flynn  said, 
standing  at  the  lot  where  the  houses  will  oe  rebuilt. 

At  the  aayor's  direction  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
staffers  designed  the  new  homes,  found  builders,  and  arranged 
financing.   The  BRA  also  sought  the  assistance  of  several 
private  firms  to  replace  the  destroyed  homes  as  inexpensively 
and  quickly  as  possible. 

As  a  result  of  these  efforts,  the  families  whose  homes  were 
destroyed  in  June  should  be  moved  in  oefore  Christmas.       -

o  Michael  Saccone,  Saccone  Building  and  Management,  who,  as 
General  Contractor  for  the  reconstruction,  donated  all  site  and 
foundation  work  for  free,  and  all  other  construction  work  at 
cost. 


o  David  Schnee,  Bruner/Cott  4  Associations,  David  Schnee, 
who  along  with  other  memders  of  the  Housing  Committee  of  the 
Boston  Society  of  Architects,  reviewed  and  refined  the  initial 
home  design  plans  free  of  charge.

The  Cash  Air  piper  seneca  crashed  into  the  densely 
populated  Dorchester  neighoorhood  early  in  the  morning  on  June 
26,  killing  the  pilot,  injuring  three  residents,  and  destroying 
the  homes. 

Through  his  Office  of  Neighborhood  Services  and  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority,  the  mayor  has  coordinated  relief 
efforts  aimed  at  "helping  those  who  lost  their  homes  to  return 
quickly  to  their  neighoorhood  in  new  houses."

I  am  most  impressed  by  your  efforts  to  assist  the  Mayor 
in  providing  new  affordable  housing  for  the  families  of  Lonsdale  Street,  who  lost 
their  homes  in  the  recent  air  plane  crash.  It  is  an  extraordinary  undertaking  to 
build  quality  housing  within  such  a  tight  schedule,  however,  I  am  convinced  that 
this  project  will  exceed  all  expectations. 

The  Boston  Society  of  Architects  Housing  Committee  would  like  to  volunteer  its 
services  to  assist  you  and  the  City  in  expediting  this  project.

In  August,  Mayor  Flynn  decided  to  help 
three  families  on  Lonsdale  Street  in  Dorchester 
rebuild  their  houses,  which  had  been  de- 
stroyed when  a  plane  crashed  and  burned. 
Cast  week,  after  five  frenzied  months,  the  sid- 
ing on  the  houses  was  being  nailed  into  place. 
T^he  houses  should  be  ready  for  occupancy  by 
the  end  of  next  month. 

;  These  three-family  houses  have  been  built 
with  speed,  especially  considering  the  languid 
pace  usually  set  by  the  city  bureaucracy.  In 
part,  this  was  because  everyone  involved  -  city 
offlcals,  bankers,  contractors  -  wanted  to  help 
the  nine  households  displaced  by  the  plane 
crash.  The  Lonsdale  Street  lesson  can  be  ap- 
plied to  other  projects  to  build  affordable  hous- 
ing In  Boston  neighborhoods. 

The  mayor  became  involved  on  hearing 
that  the  insurer  for  the  airline  refused  to  pay 
damages  to  the  victims.  Rather  than  wait  out 
a  court  suit,  he  instructed  the  Boston  Redevel- 
opment Authority  to  coordinate  the  rebuilding 
of  the  three  houses. 

John  Hugglns,  BRA  chief  of  staff,  assigned 
architect  Thomas  Malstros  to  design  the 
houses.  He  did  it  In  two  days.  At  Hugglns'  re- 
quest, BRA  project  manager  Robert  Rush  per- 
suaded an  outside  consultant,  Robert  J.  VI- 
tello.  to  coordinate  construction  activities.  Vi- 
tello  arranged  with  Northern  Woods  Industries 
of  Scarborough.  Walne,  to  prefabricate  the 
frames  of  the  houses.  He  also  contracted  with 


the  Secony  Building  Corporation  of  Canton  to 
do  on-site  construction. 

At  Hugglns'  urging,  the  Bank  of  New  Eng- 
land agreed  to  write  mortgages  on  all  three 
houses.  The  Malstros  plans  were  checked  and 
approved  by  the  city  Department  of  Inspec- 
tlonal  Services,  nudged  along  when  necessary 
by  mayoral  aide  Joe  Fisher. 

When  a  house  is  built  at  this  speed,  prob- 
lems are  bound  to  arise.  Kathleen  Tully,  whose 
family  owns  one  of  the  houses,  expresses  frus- 
tration because  jthe  move-in  date,  originally 
Dec.  24,  has  been  pushed  back  two  months. 
Yet  the  project  Is  a  credit  to  all  who  have  taken 
part.  The  design  fits  perfectly  into  the  pre- 
World  War  I  streetscape.  Because  the  bank 
and  Secony  waived  some  of  their  charges,  the 
houses  cost  a  bargain  price  of  $150,000  each. 

Boston  housing  officials  should  take  the 
knowledge  and  skills  acquired  in  the  Lonsdale 
Street  project  and  apply  them  to  the  747  build- 
able  vacant  lots  owned  by  the  city. 

Campaigning  for  reelection,  Flynn  spoke  of 
the  hundreds  of  building  permits  for  afforda- 
ble housing  issued  during  his  term.  The  city 
has  made  progress  -  however  slowly  -  at  de- 
vising a  housing  policy,  but  Lonsdale  Street 
shows  how  fast  the  bureaucracy  can  work 
when  the  mayor  applies  the  lash.  Houses  us- 
ing the  same  design  would  an  asset  to  many 
other  housing-poor  neighborhoods  of  Boston. 
City  agencies  should  work  to  ensurerjhat  these 
houses  are  also  built  In  a  hurry.

CityDesign  Wins 
"Boston  Homes  for  Boston  Neighborhoods" 


An  independent  jury  of  rep- 
resentatives from  the  public  and 
private  sector  selected  Boston 
architectural  firm,  CityDesign 
Collaborative  Inc.  as  first  place 
winner  of  SI 0,000  in  the  Great- 
er Boston  Real  Estate  Board's 
"Boston  Homes  for  Boston 
Neighborhoods"  design  compe- 
tition for  affordable  ownership 
housing  in  the  cky. 

The  awards  ceremony,  at- 
tended by  more  than  125  peo- 
ple, was  held  at  the  Westin  Ho- 
tel in  Copley  Square. 

The  unique  aspect  of  this 
competition  is  the  Provision  that 
the  winning  firm  must  actually 
construct  its  proposed  design  in 
this  case,  a  three-unit  structure, 
three  stories  and  35  feet  high. 
The  design  is  not  expected  to  re- 
quire variances  from  current 
codes  or  regulations. 

Because  of  the  requirement 
for  construction,  entrants  gener- 
ally adopted  a  team  approach. 
For  the  winners,  Robert  Vitello 
of  HiTech  Structures,  Weston, 
MA  Inc.  will  act  as  designer, 
and  Tim  Edwards  of  Coastal 
Structures  Inc.,  Portland, 
Maine,  will  act  as  builder.  The 
individual  entrants  from  City- 
Design  Collaborative  are  the 
firm's  principals,  Steven  Hei- 
ran,  AIA  and  David  Flaschen- 
riem. 

Of  the  winning  entry's  three 
proposed  units,  one  would  cov- 
er the  enare  first  floor,  while  the 
other  two  would  be  duplexes  in 
a  townhouse  arrangement  on  the 
top  two  floors.  The  proposal, 
which  also  includes  three  park- 
ing spaces,  describes  the  project 
as  follows: 

"The  two  different  unit 
types —  ground  level  flat  and 
upper  level  duplexes  —  create  a 
diversity  of  appeal  for  a  broad 
target  market.  The  ground  level 
flats  would  be  appropriate  for 
families  with  children  who  pre- 
fer to  be  at  grade  for  direct  out- 
door access,  extended  families 
including  older  people  for 
whom  climbing  stairs  is  diffi- 
cult, and  single  parents  with 
young  children  with  a  similar 
desire  to  avoid  stairs.  The  upper 
level  duplexes  offer  the  appeal 
of  a  single  family,  two-story

townhouse  without  the  expense 
for  the  typical  couple  withchil- 
dren.  The  traditional  style  and 
materials  of  the  structure  are 
also  designed  to  fit  in  the  con- 
text of  Boston's  residential 
neighborhoods,  and  to  be  famil- 
iar and  appealing  to  persons 
who  have  grown  up  in  such 
neighborhoods." 

The  competition  resulted 
from  recommendations  of  the 
Real  Estate  Board's  1987  Hous- 
ing Production  Task  Force, 
based  on  a  study  of  the  factors 
inhibiting  housing  production  in 
Boston.  In  addition  to  other 
suggestions,  the  task  force  rec- 
ommended a  design  competition 
seeking  innovative  techniques  or 
materials  which  would  signifi- 
cantly lower  the  cost  of  housing 
construction  and  reduce  the  ulti- 
mate purchase  price  to  a  level 
deemed  affordable  under  guide- 
lines of  the  Massachusetts 
Housing  Finance  Agency 
(MHFA). 

CityDesign's  winning  entry 
proposed  reducing  costs  in  the 
following  manner: 

"The  structural  system  is 
conventional  wood  frame  with 
the  major  exception  that  a  panel- 
ized  construction  system  is 
used.  Reduction  in  on-site  con- 
struction time  with  this  method 
is  substantial,  reducing  costs 
and  minimizing  security  risks. 


Panels  are  made  up  in  varying 
sizes  up  to -full  wall  lengths,  and 
loaded  on  a  truck  in  reverse  or- 
der of  erection  so  that  they  may 
be  removed  from  the  truck  and 
erected  quickly  in  a  logical,  pre- 
planned sequence.  Exterior  pan- 
els are  completely  assembled 
from  interior  studs  to  exterior 
siding  material...  Floor  decks 
are  also  pre-assembled  and 
quickly  erected  with  a  small 
crew.  Wall  system  components 
used  to  achieve  this  rating  in- 
clude 6  inches  of  batt  insulation 
and  (other)  high-tech  materials." 

Echoing  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Real  Estate  Board's 
Housing  Production  Task 
Force,  the  winning  proposal 
suggests  saving  money  through 

"...use  of  the  fast  track  ap- 
proval process  at  ISD  (the 
City's  Inspectional  Services  De- 
partment), which  could  be  fur- 
ther speeded  for  future  projects 
if  additional  developments  using 
the  same  approved  module  can 
get  quick  plan  review  approval. 
The  use  of  a  tested  and  proven 
panelized  construction  system 
ratheT  than  an  untried  new  tech- 
nology is  also  useful." 

According  to  the  jury's  rec- 
ommendation for  winners,  City- 
Design  Collaborative's  proposal 
"combines  a  clear  design  con- 
cept and  well  resolved  floor 
plans  with  an  attractive  and  liva- 


ble design.  The  units  are  clearly 
zoned  to  provide  a  separation  of 
household  functions,  yet  pro- 
vide an  efficient  layout  which 
contributes  to  cost  savings." 
The  judges  went  on  to  note  that 
"  This  design  allows  the  entry  to 
all  homes  to  be  no  more  than 
one  flight  up  from  grade.  The 
jury  was  also  impressed  that  the 
basic  module  worked  equally 
well  as  a  stand-alone  three- 
family  or  combined  in  a  row- 
house  configuration  of  several 
modules." 

Rosalind  E.  Gorin,  1987 
president  of  the  Real  Estate 
Board  and  chairman  of  its 
Housing  Production  Task 
Force,  chaired  the  committee  re- 
sponsible for  the  competition 
and  also  hosted  the  awards  cere- 
mony. 

The  jury  for  the  competition 
included  chairman  John  M.  Cor- 
cojaiv,a  partner  of  John  M 
Corcoran  &  Company  in  Eas 
Milton  and  a  director  of  the  Ka 
tional  Association  of  Home 
builders;  Mossik  Hacobian,  ex 
ecutive  director  of  Urban  Edge 
Housing  Corporation  and  Urban 
Edge  Construction,  the  commu- 
nity-based nonprofit  housing 
development  and  service  organi- 
zation; Robert  H.  Kuehn  Jr.,  a 
principal  of  Keen  Development 
Corporation  in  Cambridge  and 
chairman  of  MHFA's  Advisory 
Committee;  M.  David  Lee,  AIA, 
vice  president  of  Stull  and  Lee 
and  partner-in-charge  for  the 
Newmarket  urban  industrial 
master  plan  in  Boston;  Brenda 
Case  Lightner,  AIA.  assistant 
director  of  the  City  of  Boston's 
Public  Facilities  Department;

Roslindale:  Main  St.  U.S A. 


Roslindale.  less  densely 
populated  than  most  of 
the  neighborhoods 
nearer  downtown  Boston,  re- 
sembles a  small  residential  su- 
burb surrounding  the  original 
village  green. 

Part  of  West  Roxbury  until 
a  century  ago,  Roslindale  has 
the  reputation  of  being  the 
"quiet  neighborhood"  of  Boston. 

More  than  half  of  its  hous- 
ing units  are  owner-occupied 
and  some  of  the  homes  that 
climb  the  hills  surrounding  the 
"dale"  overlook  the  Arnold  Ar- 
boretum. 

Revitalization  of  the  neigh- 
borhood got  a  shot  in  the  arm  a 
few  years  ago  when  Roslindale 
won  a  grant  from  the  National 
Trust  for  Historic  Preserva- 
tion's "Main  Street"  program. 

The  latest  milestone  in  the 
community's  on-going  rehabili- 
tation is  the  conversion  of  the 
abandoned  Abrams  school 
building  by  the  painters'  and 
glaziers'  unions,  which  have 
also  set  aside  space  and  will 
fund  an  after-school  day-care 
center. 

Plans  likewise  are  in  the  pi- 
peline to  convert  the  vacant 
power  station  opposite  Adams 
Park  into  office  space,  accord- 
ing to  City  Councilor  Thomas 
Menino.

"Since  we  work  in  so  many  markets 
we  try  to  keep  our  production  lines  very 
flexible  to  handle  various  design  plans." 
said  Pattlson. 

Begus  will  ship  the  house  shell  com- 
plete with  kitchen  cabinets.  The  ship- 
ments will  include  external  walls,  doors 
and  windows,  ground  floor  and  upper 
floors,  load  bearing  walls,  roof  trusses 
and  basic  roof  finish  and  stairs.  Doors 
and  windows  are  installed  in  the  finished 
walls  at  the  factory  to  assure  a  tight  fit 
before  shipping,  said  Pattlson.  Walls  vary 
In  thickness  from  6Vi  Inches  to  8V»  Inches 
lo  12  Inches  and.  for  more  rigorous  win- 
ter climates  here  as  In  Sweden,  the  walls 
are  heavily  Insulated.  Windows  are  triple 
glazed,  said  Pattlson. 


Sweden  haa  about  SO  to  60  fully  auto- 
mated and  computerized  factories  pro- 
ducing prefabricated  housing  and  all  are 
located  In  areas  heavily  forested  with 
pine.  The  lumber  Is  klln-drled  to  a  mois- 
ture content  that  the  Swedish  housing  re- 
presentatives claim  Is  lower  than  US  lum- 
ber, resulting  there  is  less  shrinkage  In 
walla  and  ceilings  after  construction. 

Standard  designs 

"Sweden  has  a  number  of  standard 
designs  of  housing  which  are  used  all 
over  the  world."  said  Vltello.  "but  here  we 
are  going  to  work  with  US  developers  and 
their  own  architects.  They  give  us  the 
plans  and  we  work  off  their  plans  in  the 
lactone-,  with  perhaps  some  modifica- 
tions. Homes  and  townhouses  will  be  on 


AU  the  components  are  produced  from 
Umber.  "We  don't  send  brick  work  or  pro- 
ducts like  cedar  shingles  which  are  not 
available  in  Sweden  anyway."  said  Pattl- 
son. 

Housing  parts  are  not  more  than  40 
feet  in  length  since  they  are  packed  In  40- 
foot  containers  and  when  they  arrive  In 
Boston,  the  containers  will  be  loadedonto 
trucks  and  taken  to  the  building  site 
ready  to  be  fitted  together. 

All  holes  are  cut  at  the  factories  to  al- 
low for  plumbing  and  electrical  piping 
and  wiring,  he  said.  The  companies  can 
produce  single  family  homes,  attached 
townhouses  and  low  rise  commercial 
buildings,  but  nothing  of  more  than  three 
stories. 

With  more  than  6000  miles  to  go  to  de- 
liver the  Swedish  product,  how  can  the 
Swedes  be  competitive  with  US  housing 
manufacturers?  Vltello  claimed  the 
Swedes  started  much  more  earlier  than 
their  American  counterparts  in  fully 
automating  prefabricated  housing  pro- 
duction and.  their  production  costs  are 
much  lower. 

Timber  Is  very  accessible  and  labor 
costs  also  are  lower  than  In  the  United 
States,  he  said,  and  production  is  main- 
tained year  round. 

"We  will  be  competitive."  added  Vl- 
tello. 

He  claims  that  by  assembling  a  Begus 
unit  on  a  ready-made  foundation  a  build- 
er will  save  60  to  65  percent  In  production 
time  In  comparison  to  a  home  built  com- 
pletely on  the  site. 

"A  two-story  townhouse  can  be  put  to- 
gether in  one  day  and  we  can  put  the  roof 
on  a  ranch-style  single  family  home  by 
lunch."  said  Pattlson. 

Housing  that  will  be  produced  for  the 
US  market  will  range  In  price  from 
360.000  to  $300.00.  said  Richard  M 
Rlzzo.  treasurer  of  Stockholm  Structures 
In  Worcester,  the  cost  for  the  townhouse 
condominiums,  which  will  have  about 
1800  square  feet  of  living  space.  Is  expect- 
ed to  be  roughly  In  the  S80.000  to  S90:000 
price  range  and  final  prices  will  depend 
on  amenities  the  builder  Is  putting  into 
his  projects,  he  said. 

"Our  market  eventually  will  be  mostlv 
In  the  large  expensive  models.'  said 
Rlzzo. 

Pattlson  said  that  10  units  Is  the  mini- 
mum for  a  single  order,  "otherwise  It 
would  be  too  costly  to  transport  less  unlls 
than  that  at  one  time."  He  sald-foranv 
project  Begus  sends  a  technician  from 
Sweden  to  the  development  site  when  the 
delivery  Is  made  to  make  sure  the  parts 
are  fitted  property. 

For  the  Worcester  project,  three  tecn- 
nlctans  will  be  sent  lo  the  site  "sincethis 
is  our  biggest  project  and  the  first  in  the 
United  Stats  and  we  are  Interested  in  do- 
ing a  good  Job."

Just  another  challenge 

Bob  Vitello  grew  up  in  Roslindale.  And  he  remem 
bers  when  the  houses  at  Cummins  Highway  and 
Rowe  Street  were  taken  by  eminent  domain  by  gov- 
ernment transportation  officials  anxious  to  extend 
Interstate  95  as  part  of  a  grand  Southwest  Corridor 
plan. 

The  highway  never  was  built  and  the  lot  sat  va- 
cant for  years.  "It  was  an  eyesore  and  a  trouble 
spot."  Vitello  says. 

But  no  more  -  thanks  to  city  and  state  housing 
officials  and  Vitello.  owner  of  HiTech  Structures  of 
Weston  and  developer  of  the  former  city-owned  site. 

Vitello  Isn't  a  stranger  to  challenges:  he  has  re- 
built three  Lonsdale  Street  houses  In  Dorchester  de- 
stroyed in  a  plane  crash  in  .June  of  1987.  Last  fall. 


he  teamed  up  with  CityDesign  Collaborative  of  Bos- 
ton to  win  a  design  contest  for  affordable  housing 
sponsored  by  the  Greater  Boston  Real  Estate  Board. 

CityDesign  is  working  with  Vitello  again  on  the 
51.000-square-foot  Roslindale  lot.  now  called  South- 
west Crossing.  The  site  Is  sprouting  handsome 
condo  townhouses  -  using  panellzed  construction  - 
replete  with  red  cedar  clapboard  siding,  private 
driveways,  attractive  landscaping  and.  in  a  nod  to 
the  neighborhood,  front  and  back  porches. 

There  are  12  townhouses  In  all.  two  to  a  building 
Three  buildings  are  on  the  street  and  three  are  In 
back.  Each  has  1.600  square  feet  of  living  space, 
three  bedrooms  -  including  a  huge  master  bedroom 
-  and  full  basement.  Read:  families.  Other  touches 
include  8-foot  ceilings.  Imported  tiles,  washer-dryer 
hookups  and  plumbing  for  a  bathroom  in  the  base- 
ment and  wall-to-wall  carpeting. 

Four  are  affordable  for  first-time  buyers  with 
family  Incomes  that  range  from  $32,000  to  $43,000 
and  priced  at  $1 10.000:  they  will  be  sold  by  lottery, 
with  three  set  aside  for  Roslindale  residents.  Vitello 
must  get  funding  approval  from  the  Massachusetts 
Housing  Finance  Agency  before  holding  the  lottery. 
but  in  the  meantime,  he's  keeping  a  list  of  interested 
buyers. 

The  remaining  eight  condos  are  priced  from 
$159,900  to  $174,900  and  include  extra  touches  to 

Justify  the  higher  price.  For  example:  marble 
cntryways.  microwave  ovens  and  solid  oak  cabinets. 
He  already  has  taken  three  deposits  and  expects 
more  soon. 

The  rear  townhouses  have  small  backyards  that 
border  the  commuter  rail  tracks  -  not  exactly  com- 
patible with  long  naps  In  the  hammock,  but  hey. 
like  Vitello  says,  this  Is  the  city. 

"We  think  we've  created  something  extraordi- 
nary for  the  money  In  Boston."  he  said.  "We'd  like 
to  do  more."

Construction  blueprints  for  de- 
signs that  won  first  and  second 
place  in  the  two  categories  will  be 
made  available  free  of  charge  to 
nonprofit  developers,  so  long  as  the 
dwellings  they  build  are  priced  be- 
low RlHMFC's  ceilings,  which  vary 
by  community. 


Others  can  order  blueprints  (oi 
this  plan  directly  from  CityDesign 
Collaborative  Inc.,  324  Boylston  St., 
Boston,  Mass.,  02116.  Telephone 
(617)  536-1331.  The  cost  is  $300  for 
one  plan,  plus  $20  for  each  addition- 
al set. 

For  $14.95,  CityDesign  will  send 
a  study  plan,  which  has  additional 
details  about  the  structure,  includ- 
ing drawings  of  all  elevations;  plans 
of  all  the  floors;  a  wall  section  and 
building  section;  outlined  specifica- 
tions; and  a  typical  site  plan. 

In  1988,  CityDesign  won  a  com- 
petition sponsored  by  the  Greater 
Boston  Real  Estate  Board.  Its  win- 
ning design  was  a  variation  of  the 
traditional  three-decker. 


Boston  Homes  for  Boston  Neighborhoods 


CityDesign  was  awarded  first 
prize  for  the  Greater  Boston 
Real  Estate  Boards  design  com- 
petition for  affordable  housing, 
a  unique  competition  including 
the  provision  that  the  winning 
entry  actually  be  built  on  a  city- 
owned  site.  Based  on  the  firm's 
prototype  for  low-rise,  high 
density  affordable  housing,  Ci- 
tyDesign was  able  to  refine  the 
previous  concept  and  adapt  the 
modules  for  row  configurations 
of  varying  sizes  as  appropriate 
to  the  given  site.  CrtyDesign's 
scheme  was  recognized  by  the 
jury  for  its  "clear  design  con- 
cept" and  the  jury  was  equally 
"impressed  that  the  basic  mod- 
ule worked  equally  well  as  a 
stand-alone  three-family  or 
combined  in  a  rowhouse  con- 
figuration of  several  modules."

CityDesign  has  completed 
design  and  construction 
documentation  for  some  170  of 
the  500  units  of  housing  to 
be  renovated  throughout 
Boston  under  the  new  Boston 
Housing  Partnership  program. 
Working  for  community  housing 
and  development  corporations 
in  Codman  Square,  Fields 
Corner,  and  Allston-Erighton, 
CityDesign  has  provided 
services  ranging  from  the 
moderate  rehabilitation  of  an 
occupied  20  unit  wooden  row 
dwelling  in  Allston  to  the 
gut  reconstruction  of  burned 
out  brick  shells  in  Fields 
Corner.   A  total  of  27 
structures  are  involved, 
varying  in  size  from  2  to  32 
units,  with  all  work  being 
performed  under  strict  budget 
limitations. 


Boston  Housing  Partnership 


The  first  housing  in  the 
City  completed  under  the 
Boston  Housing  Partnership 
project  was  the  6  unit 
building  at  110-112  Park 
Street  in  Fields  Corner. 
The  building  was  a  fire- 
damaged,  empty  shell  that 
had  been  vacant  for  twenty 
years  and  was  a  neighbor- 


hood eyesore.  Rehabilita- 
tion included  cleaning  the 
building's  brick  exterior, 
bringing  back  to  life  the 
spare  but  elegant  detail- 
ing; missing  elements  such 
as  ornamental  sills  and 
lintels  were  replaced  with 
pieces  cast  to  match.

Rafael  and  Maggie  Senlces  rernem- 
ber  well  the  night  they  trapped  27  rats 
In  their  apartment,  collected  them  In  a 
garbage  can  and  showed  them  to  their 
landlord. 

'Those  didn't  come  from  my  build- 
ing.'' they  recall  him  saying.  Two 
months  after  that  night  in  1977  he  dis- 
appeared, leaving  the  Senlces,  their 
four  children  and  nine  other  families 
to  fend  for  themselves  In  a  crumbling 
vermin-Infested  apartment  house  In 
the  Fields  Corner  section  of  Dorches 

After  eight  years  or  battling  the 
mess  the  landlord  left  behind,  the  ten- 
ants triumphed.  Last  year,  they  moved 
out  temporarily  while  construction 
crews  gutted  and  rebuilt  the  Interior  ol 
the  building  and  spruced  up  the  oul 
side. 

This  month,  most  of  them  are  mov 
Ing  back  in.  The  red  brick  building  . 
which  curves  gracefully  around  a  cor- 
ner at  Geneva  Avenue  and  Josephine 
Street.  Is  a  monument  to  the  tenants' 
tenacity. 

In  Its  new  form.  It  la  also  a  mark  of 
the  racial  diversity  In  the  neighbor- 
hood. The  original  tenants  are  Hispan- 
ic With  five  apartments  added  In  the 
renovation  lo  the  10  they  lived  In.  two 
white  families  and  at  least  two  black 
families  are  moving  In. 

With  the  help  of  a  handful  of  pover- 
ty workers  and  some  financing  by  a 
new  partnership  between  government, 
business  and  a  local  neighborhood  or 
ganlzatlon.  the  original  tenants  saved 
the  only  housing  they  could  afford  In 
Boston's  high-priced  market. 

"11  was  a  struggle.  I'm  telling  you.'' 
said  Wilson  Colon,  president  of  Gene- 
va-Josephine Tenants  Corp.  He  and 
hl6  wife.  Irma.  and  five  children  are 
moving  Into  a  four-bedroom  apart- 
ment this  weekend  The  Senlces  and 
two  other  families  chose  to  stay  In  a 
building  next  door,  where  they  moved 
during  renovations,  but  the  other  fam- 
ilies plan  to  be  back  In  by  the  end  of 
the  month. 

When  the  three-story  building  first 
fell  Into  the  reluctant  hands  of  43  ten- 
ants. It  was  In  a  stale  of  advanced  dls 
repair  Fire  escapes  were  rickety  and 
unsafe  The  wiring  was  frayed  and 
faulty  The  oil  furnace  had  problems 
Vandals  vied  with  the  weather  to  In 
fllct  even  more  damage 

At  llrsi.  tenants  had  trouble  work- 
ing together,  according  to  Irma  Colon, 
who  moved  In  shortly  after  the  land- 
lord left.  There  were  shouts,  hot  tem- 
pers and  tears  during  long  meetings 
they  held  to  figure  oul  how  to  be  tlielr 
own  landlords. 

The  tenants,  most  of  them  from 
Puerto  Rico  and  the  Dominican  Repub- 
lic, argued  over  money  and  repairs, 
but  they  collected  money  lo  keep  the 
utilities  on  and  to  pay  for  emergencies 
Rafael  Senlces.  who  once  operated  a 
grocery  store  on  the  ground  floor  of  the 
building  and  now  earns  a  living  as  a 
handyman,  organized  repairs.  Includ- 


ing »  mas 
•nlve  cleanup  In  Ihe  waterlogged 
-liasrmeni 

:'  "II  wasn't  easy."  said  Irma  Co- 
kwi.  who  works  for  the  state  De- 
partmenl  of  Public  Welfare  "We 
worked  very  hard  to  keep  that 
building" 

With  the  help  of  organizers 
from  Dorchester  Neighbors  Orga- 
nizing Neighbors,  a  now-defunct 
community  group,  they  formed 
their  corporation. 

In  1981.  Greater  Boston  Legal 
Services  successfully  petitioned 
the  city's  Housing  Court  to  make 
-the  tenants  receivers  of  the  build 
Jnfi 

*  "Thai  was  unusual."  said  Le- 
gal Services  attorney  Aura  Gar- 
funkel.  Ordinarily,  she  said,  re- 
ceivers are  brought  in  from  the 
outside. 

Control  of  building 

-  Thai  meant  the  tenants  had 
control  of  the  building  while  they 
sought  ways  to  save  It  from  the 
auction  block.  The  building. 
'which  had  a  $59,200  bill  for  back 
taxes,  was  In  foreclosure.  Its  own- 
er. John  A  MacNell.  hadn't  been 
seen  since  he  disappeared  In  1 977. 

When  Wilson  Colon  married 
Irma  and  moved  In  four  years  ago. 
he  Joined  the  tenants'  efforts  to 
take  their  case  to  social  service 
agencies,  city  Inspectors  and  the 
city's  Housing  Court.  "I  decided  to 
get  Involved  because  1  spoke  Eng- 
lish better  than  the  rest  of  them." 
Said  Colon,  a  bilingual  teacher  at 
nearby  Robert  Cleveland  School 

The  tenants  mapped  out  a  re- 
habilitation proposal  with  the 
help  of  another  community  group, 
the  Just  Housing  Resource  Center 
of  Roxbury  Community  College 
Agencies  they  contacted  for  help 
encouraged  them,  but  no  money 
came  through. 

"Everyone  was  so  positive  - 
city  officials,  banks  -  but  for  some 
reason  things  didn't  fall  In  place." 
6arfunkel  said.  "So  they  lived 
there  In  limbo  status." 

"It  was  hard."  Garfunkd  said 
"They  got  really  discouraged  al 
limes,  demoralized."  Family  ties  - 
many  of  the  adults  are  related  - 
may  have  helped  keep  them  to- 


gether In  the  worst  of  times,  ten- 
ants say. 

Money  obtained 

In  1983.  the  tenants  got  what 
Ihey  needed  most:  money. 

Theirs  was  among  69  decaying 
buildings  In  10  of  the  city's  neigh- 
borhoods to  get  funding  from  Bos- 
Ion  Housing  Partnership  Inc.  a 
newly  formed  group  of  public  offl- 
clals.  private  businesses  and 
neighborhood  organizations. 

The  Geneva -Josephine  build- 
ing received  $580361  for  rehabili- 
tation. That  was  part  of  $41.53 
million  arranged  by  the  partner- 
ship to  create  701  rental  units  for 
low-  and  moderate- income  fam- 
ilies. Working  with  city  and  state 
agencies,  foundations,  banks  and 
other  financial  agencies,  the  part- 
nership secured  mortgage  and  eq- 
uity financing,  grants  and  rent 
subsidies,  according  to  Robert 
Whittlesey,  executive  director  of 
the  partnership. 

Ten  of  the  Geneva-Josephine 
building's  15  new  apartments 
have  rent  subsidies.  Only  families 
with  Incomes  below  a  certain  lev 
el.  *2 1.972  for  a  family  of  five,  far 
Instance,  are  allowed  lo  live  In  the 
apartments.  With  renewals,  the 
subsidies  are  expected  to  last  at 
least  15  years,  according  lo  Regi- 
nald NunnaNy  of  the  partnership 


In  March  1985.  a  limited  part- 
nership owned  by  Fields  Comer 
Community  Development  Corp. 
bought  the  building  for  $1  from 
the  city,  which  had  acquired  title 
after  foreclosure  a  year  earlier. 

Relocating  tenants 

Overseeing  rehabilitation  and 
relocating  tenants  were  new  tasks 
for  the  Fields  Comer  CDC. 

"It  was  something  we  weren't 
sure  we  could  do."  said  Kathksen 
Weremluk.  executive  director  of 
the  corporation. 

For  nine  months,  the  organiza- 
tion oversaw  the  building  before 
funding  was  settled  and  tenants 
were  relocated. 

"I  had  a  hard  time  sleeping  at 
night,  thinking  of  the  conditions 
people  had  to  live  In."  Weremluk 
said. 

Today  the  building  gleams, 
and  the  tenants  wanl  to  keep  It 
that  way.  "We're  struggling  to 
keep  the  tenants  together,  to  keep 
the  building  nice  and  clean."  said 
Irma  Colon. 

Although  a  panoply  of  agencies 
and  outsiders  helped  the  tenants. 
Weremluk  gives  them  credit  for 
holding  the  building  together  "It 
was  an  Impressive  commitment." 
she  said  "They  are  the  reason  the 
building  Is  standing  today  " 


Family  is  pleased  with  its  new  Dorchester  home 


Four  of  Elizabeth  Hartford's  children  raced 
through  the  empty  rooms  of  their  new  home,  roll- 
ing on  the  brigh I  yellow  carpet,  reaching  up  lo  the 
wide  windowsllls.  laughing  al  the  strange  garbage 
sssposal. 

Their  Jubilation  couldn't  be  contained,  and 
Hartford  lei  II  rock  Ihe  four-bedroom  apartment 
on  Josephine  Street  In  Dorchester.  Just  a  few 
blocks  from  the  condemned  threr-story  house  on 
Leedsvllle  Street  they  had  lived  In  without  heat 
and  running  water. 

"We  got  a  new  house!  We  got  a  new  house!" 
Frederick  Hartford.  10.  shouted  lo  a  visitor,  his 
freckled  face  glowing 

Their  home  Is  part  of  a  newly  rehabilitated  1 5- 
unil  apartment  building  at  the  comer  of  Jose- 
phine Streel  and  Geneva  Avenue.  When  Its  owner 
disappeared  In  1977.  the  tenants  were  left  with  a 
deteriorating  building  In  nearly  as  bad  shape  as 
Hartford's  old  apartment 

Hartford  and  her  five  children  -  the  fifth  Is  an 
Infant  -  had  lived  In  the  Leedsvllle  Streel  apart 
asent  for  2V»  years.  The  house  bad  been  declared 


unfll  for  human  habitation  a  year  earlier. 

When  the  water  system  failed  In  January,  she 
aoughl  help  with  a  barrage  of  telephone  calls  lo 
city  and  state  agencies  She  spent  weeks  In  sn  un- 
successful search  for  a  place  to  live  that  she  could 
afford. 

With  the  help  of  Fields  Comer  Community  De- 
velopment Corp..  which  hsd  directed  the  rehablll 
Utlon  of  the  Josephine  Street  building,  the  Hart- 
ford family  was  lodged  in  a  Revere  motel  while 
crews  finished  working  on  their  new  apartment 

The  Hartforda  moved  In  Tuesday  with  only  a 
few  of  their  possessions.  They  arc  steeping  on  the 
floor  of  the  new  apartnient  until  a  moving  com- 
pany can  remove  their  furniture  from  the  old 
apartment 

"If  I  suffered  this  long  I  can  suffer  s  little  long- 
er." Hartford  aald  of  her  plans  to  sleep  on  the 
floor.  She  doesn't  expect  lo  suffer  long  because  she 
Is  happy  about  being  back  In  the  Fields  Corner 
neighborhood,  where  she  was  raised. 

"I  really  don't  think  you  could  ask  ice  anything 
asore."  she  said. 


BHP  ll/Granite  Properties 


CityDesign  was  the  architect  for  the  re- 
cently completed  Boston  Housing  Part- 
nership ll/Granite  Properties  housing 
redevelopment  for  the  Fields  Comer 
Community  Development  Corporation.  The 
project  consisted  of  the  substantial  reha- 
bilitation of  67  units  in  five  scattered-site 
buildings,  including  a  number  of  occupied 
units.  Each  unit  was  inspected  in  the 
preparation  of  a  detailed  work  writeup.  A 
number  of  units  were  reconfigured  and/or 
combined  to  reduce  the  number  of  one- 
bedroom  units  and  provide  more  two-  and 
three-bedroom  apartments.  In  one  build- 
ing, for  example,  four  one-bedroom  units 
were  combined  to  create  three  two-bed- 
room units.  Four  barrier-free  units  were 
also  created  in  previously  abandoned 
storefront  and  ground  level  space.  All  units 
received  new  entries,  kitchens,  and  hot 
water  baseboard  heating  systems,  with 
other  systems  upgraded  on  an  as-needed 
basis. 


Homes  Court 
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CityDesign  has  been  working  with  Fields  Corner  Community  Development  Corporation  in 
design  and  construction  of  infill  housing  on  three  sties  in  Dorchester:  Robinson 
Street,  Geneva  Avenue  and  Homes  Avenue.  The  latter,  Homes  Avenue,  is  shown  here 
and  is  representative  of  the  design  issues  that  CityDesign  engages  in  a  project  of 
this  sort.  Die  design  process  is  an  interactive  one  involving  architect,  client 
and  community.  Primary  concerns  of  Homes  Avenue  were  to  insure  that  materials, 
scale  and  massing  of  the  homes  were  in  keeping  with  the  neighborhood's  character; 
maximum  privacy  for  the  units  and  quality  out-door  spaces;  on-site  parking  that 
addressed  security  concerns,  but  reduced  the  amount  of  paved  area  while  allowing 
1.5  parking  spaces  per  unit. 

The  site  plan  and  typical  unit  plans/elevations  shown  here  are  a  preliminary  design 
effort.  This  information  enabled  the  client  to  talk  with  builders  and  local 
officials  to  discuss  zoning  concerns,  and  were  the  basis  for  a  design  development 
process  that  led  to  construction  documents

Gov  Michael  S  Dukakis  and 
Mayor  Kevin  H.  White  have  been 
Invited  to  participate  In  II  a.m.

first  of  several  programs  planned 
for  Increasing  housing  opportuni- 
ties for  low  and  moderate  Income 
families  In  the  Codman  Square  sec- 
tion of  Dorchester.  The  festivities 
at  the  day  care  center  at  205  Nor- 
folk st.  will  be  a  sendoff  for  the  Nor- 
folk Terrace  Apartments,  a  17-unlt 
rehab  of  three  abandoned  fire- 
scarred  buildings  that  will  provide 
moderate  Income  family  housing 
for  the  community. 

With  the  17-unlt  complex.  The 
Codman  Square  Housing  Develop- 
ment Corp.  (CSHDC).  a  non-profit, 
communlty^based  development  en- 
tity, will  open  a  long-range  pro- 
gram aimed  at  the  rehabilitation  of 
some  100  units  by  1984 

Norfolk  Terrace  Apartments 
will  offer  3  one  bedroom  units:  10 


two-bedroom  apartments  and  3 
three-bedroom  apartments.  There 
also  will  be  1  four-bedroom  unit 

CSHDC  has  been  working  to  put 
financing  for  the  housing  project 
together  from  a  number  of  sources 
for  more  than  a  year  and  has 
raised  $440,000  for  the  project  with 
federal,  state  and  city  help. 

A  $120,000  grant  In  equity 
money  came  from  the  US  Dept  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development 
through  Its  Areawlde  Housing  Op- 
portunities Program. 

An  additional  $108,000  will  be 
provided  by  the  city's  Neighbor- 
hood Development  and  Employ- 
ment Agency  (NDEAI  In  the  form  of 
a  low-Interest  loan  which  will  come 
from  Community  Development 
Block  Grant  Funds.  The  state-run 
Community  Development  Assls- 
tance  Corp  contributed  a  grant  for 
some  up-front  development  costs 

A  mortgage  loan  of  more  than 


$220,000  will  be  provided  by  the 
Mass  Govcrnmeni  Land  Bank 
The  loan  will  carry  an  Interest  rate 
of  1 1  percent  and  payments  will  be 
based  on  a  20-ycar  amortization 
schedule,  wllh  the  balance  due  In

Rents  for  the  units  will  range

tyDesign  Collaborative,  Inc.  served  as  Architect-of-Record  for  this  community-based 
velopnent  rehab  project  in  Codman  Square. 


New  Hyde  Special  Needs  Housing 


Recognized  as  a  national  prototype  for  the 
design  of  special  needs  transitional  hous- 
ing for  the  severely  disabled,  the  New 
Hyde  was  realized  through  the  committed 
interaction  of  public  and  private  partner- 
ships including  city  and  state  agencies, 
the  Boston  Center  for  Independent  Living, 
local  community  development  corporations 
and  the  design  team.  The  residential 
character  of  the  New  Hyde  aides  residents 
in  the  transition  from  institutional  life  to  setf 
reliance.  The  educational  focus  of  the  fa- 
cility further  reinforces  this  transition.  The 
Massachusetts  Historical  Commission 
reviewed  plans  and  granted  approvals  for 
the  complete  renovation  of  this  historic 
property.  The  exterior  with  eight  foot  win- 
dows maintains  the  character  of  an  old 
schoolhouse  and  strikes  a  balance  be- 
tween historic  commission  standards  and 
the  state  housing  energy  requirements. 
Configured  in  one,  two,  three  and  four 
bedroom  units,  the  facility  can  house  up  to 
29  occupants  in  both  congregate  and  famty 
living  units.  The  interior  corridors  are  bro- 
ken up  into  entrance  bays  with  "front  doors" 
for  each  unit  creating  a  sense  of  privacy. 
The  ground  floor  includes  community  space, 
training  areas,  and  offices. 


Vernon  Hill  Gardens 


Vernon  Hill  Gardens,  a  50-unit  low-in- 
come elderly  apartment  complex  built  for 
the  Worcester  Housing  Authority,  is  set 
into  a  hillside,  and  wraps  around  a  south- 
facing  courtyard  with  wisteria-covered  trel- 
lised  patios,  entry  porches,  and  tree- 
shaded  conversation  areas. 

The  building  was  designed  to  blend  with 
the  neighborhood's  historic  three-deckers 
incorporating  bays,  porches,  horizontal 
banding,  and  similar  detailing.  The  New 
York  Times  noted  that  the  project  is  "one 
of  the  first  in  which  the  three-decker  has 
influenced  the  design  of  new  residential 
buildings." 

The  building's  common  areas,  central  to 
the  project,  incorporate  many  special  fea- 
tures, including  a  formal  parlour,  conver- 
sation alcoves,  a  two-story  skylit  game 
room  with  overlooking  balconies,  and  a 
health  clinic.  The  units  are  linked  with  a 
winter  garden  walkway,  which  provides 
space  f  or  tenan  ts  to  grow  flowers  and  sit  i  n 
the  sun. 


Sweetsers  Corner 


Sweetsers  Corner  in  Saugus,  MA  is  an 
EOCD-funded  project  consisting  of  20  units 
of  elderly  housing  and  a  duplex  staffed  for 
the  mentally  retarded.  Sharing  a  tight  ur- 
ban site,  the  two  components  of  the  project 
have  separate  entries  and  separate  iden- 
tities with  the  elderly  housing  fronting  on 
the  active  main  street  and  the  staffed 
apartments  oriented  to,  but  set  back  from, 
the  quiet  side  street. 


Located  in  a  neighborhood  of  one  and 
two-family  houses  of  tradtjonal  style,  Sweet- 
sers Comer  is  composed  of  a  number  of 
gable-and-hip-roofed  masses  of  varying 
size,  creating  a  transition  in  scale  from  ad- 
jacent dwellings  to  the  20-unit  elderly 
component.  Design  features  such  as 
shutters  and  porches  with  simplified  'gin- 
gerbread" trim  add  to  the  project's  com- 
fortable fit  into  its  urban  context. 


Stoughton  Housing 


This  duplex  staffed  apartment  for  the 
mentally  retarded,  with  eight  residents  in 
two  four-bedroom  units,  was  one  of  the 
first  Executive  Office  Communities  and 
Development  Chapter  689  dwellings  com- 
pleted in  Massachusetts'  program  to  dein- 
stitutionalize patients  requiring  long-term 
care.  The  dwelling  was  constructed  in  a 
postwar  "veteran's  housing"  community 
and  was  designed  to  relate  to  other  hous- 
ing in  the  neighborhood  in  scale  and  ma- 
terials. The  large  overhanging  porches 
provide  a  shady  place  to  sit  and  protected 
access  in  inclement  weather  to  the  vans 
used  for  daily  transportation.  An  existing 
single-family  dwelling  was  moved  from 
the  site  to  a  nearby  location  as  part  of  Ci- 
tyDesign's  services  on  this  project. 


Mansfield  Housing 


One  of  a  number  of  EOCD  Chapter  689 
staffed  apartments  for  the  mentally  re- 
tarded completed  by  CityDesign  in  the  last 
several  years,  the  Mansfield  project  is 
sited  to  minimize  the  visual  impact  of  its 
large  footprint  while  providing  southern 
exposures  for  living/dining  areas  and  pri- 
vate patios.  The  well-separated  front 
porches  give  each  unit  its  own  identity, 
and  the  contrasting  white  clapboard/black 
shutters  color  scheme  ties  the  building  to 
its  neighbors.  The  "clapboard"  is  actually 
a  high  quality  vinyl  siding  chosen  for  its  low 
maintenance;  the  narrow  exposure  and 
lack  of  artificial  woodgraining  create  an 
authentic  look.  Site  development  included 
a  septic  system. 


Providence  House 


Built  under  the  Executive  Office  of  Com- 
munities and  Development  Chapter  689 
program  for  the  Department  of  Mental  Re- 
tardation, this  duplex  staffed  home  was 
recognized  by  The  New  York  Times  Real 
Estate  section  for  its  attention  to  context. 
The  project  was  designed  to  fit  both  so- 
cially and  physically  within  the  neighbor- 
hood. The  front  porches  reference  the 
local  triple  deckers  while  the  scale  of  the 
building  is  sympathetic  to  its  surroundings. 
The  building  faces  onto  a  path  that  chil- 
dren take  to  school  and  sits  adjacent  to  ex- 
isting residences  and  a  future  elderly  hous- 
ing project. 


Duxbury  Affordable  Housing  Study 


CityDesign  recently  completed  a  study 
which  analyzed  and  documented  the  de- 
velopment suitability  of  affordable  housing 
on  a  total  of  six  potential  sites.  Of  these  six 
sites,  two  were  selected  for  final  site  and 
housing  prototype  development.  The  final 
concepts  examined  the  development  fea- 
sibility of  affordable  housing  based  on  the 
guidelines  of  open  space  conservation 
and  preservation  within  the  Town  of 
Duxbury. 


The  architectural  prototypes  for  afford- 
able housing  in  Duxbury  are  derived  from 
a  variety  of  factors  including  the  town's 
current  zoning  and  special  permitting 
process  for  planned  developments;  the 
size,  configuration  and  access  to  suitable 
development  zones;  the  particular  dwell- 
ing types  of  affordable  housing  (based  on 
a  housing  needs  analysis);  and  the  spe- 
cial architectural  characteristics  found 
throughout  Duxbury's  rural  residential 
areas. 


Waltham  Affordable  Housing  Study 


Jiosfon  T  ttlarn  Hkilnoad. 


CityDesign  produced  an  extensive  site 
analysis  and  several  development  con- 
cepts for  affordable  housing  on  a  7.5  acre 
city-owned  site  adjacent  to  the  former  City 
Home.  The  site  analysis  included  a  review 
of  zoning  guidelines  as  well  as  topographic 
and  physical  features.  Restrictions  set 
forth  by  a  utility  easement  and  extensive 
wetlands  necessitated  designs  requiring 
subdivision  of  the  City  Home  property. 
The  architectural  prototypes  were  based 
on  the  architectural  character  of  the  area 
and  the  available  construction  techniques 
which  accomodated  the  sloping  topogra- 
phy while  maintaining  a  cost-effective 
stacking  configuration. 


Ashland  Commons 


This  $3.0  million,  96-unit  project  of  subsi- 
dized family  and  elderly  housing  features 
a  variety  of  unit  types,  including  a  number 
specially  designed  for  barrier-free  access. 
CityDesign's  master  plan  for  the  1 7  acre 
site  respects  and  preserves  a  diversity  of 
natural  conditions  including  a  winding  brook 
and  wetland,  steep  slopes,  ledge  out- 
crops, and  wooded  areas.  Nestled  into 
this  context,  56  garden  apartments  hous- 
ing the  elderly  and  hand  icapped  are  tightly 
clustered  around  three  sides  of  a  New 
England  village  green,  in  a  traditional  clap- 
board vernacular.  The  fourth  side  of  the 
common  is  defined  by  a  community  build- 
ing and  play  area.  Several  smaller  dus- 
ters of  townhouse  units  designed  for  family 
occupancy  complete  the  master  plan.  All 
units  are  sited  to  take  maximum  advan- 
tage of  passive  solar  heating,  with  large 
windows  in  the  living/dining  areas  oriented 
due  south.  Separate  community  center 
and  recreational  facilities  are  programmed 
for  both  family  and  elderly. 


The  Highlands 


Situated  in  Newton  Highlands,  the 
tive  newly  constructed  townhouses 
of  The  Highlands  complement  the 
recently  renovated  Richarclsonian  Old 
Hyde  School  on  the  same  site.  The 
townhouse  cluster,  with  its  porte- 
cochere  and  tower,  recalls  the 


"Victorian  manor"  style  ot  the  local 
architecture  through  the  use  of  volu- 
metric forms,  complementary  roof 
lines,  brick  accents  and  wood  detail- 
ing. Each  townhouse  includes  a  sun 
gallery,  fireplaces,  a  formal  entry  ter- 
race and  a  2-car  garage. 


Williams  Park

Williams  Park  is  a  126-unit  com- 
plex of  affordable  housing  designed 
for  a  5-acre  redevelopment  tract 
in  Chelsea.  Working  with  a  non- 
profit sponsor,  CAPIC,  Inc.,  and 
the  Community  Economic  Devel- 
opment Assistance  Corporation, 
CrtyDesign  has  developed  a  low- 
rise,  high  density  plan  (26  units 
per  acre)  which  provides  each 
unit  its  own  identity,  individual  front 
and  rear  entries,  and  private  out- 
door space.  Unit  sizes  range 
from  one  to  four  bedrooms  and 
are  based  on  a  prototypical  mod- 
ule design.  The  development 
strives  to  continue  the  pattern  and 
appearance  of  Chelsea's  existing 
neighborhoods  and  housing  stock, 
creating  a  new  community  in  the 
heart  of  Chelsea  in  the  area  rav- 
aged by  the  Great  1973  Fire. 


Julia  Ward  Howe  Apartments 


The  Julia  Ward  Howe  Apartments  otter 
20-units  of  affordable  modern  accomo- 
dating for  elderly  residents  in  Revere. 
Located  in  a  densely  populated  neighbor- 
hood the  form  and  plan  of  this  building, 
relate  closely  to  the  scale  and  massing  of 
its  neighbors.  The  project  suceeded  through 
the  close  collaboration  of  the  city,  commu- 
nity planners,  and  the  architect. 


Oak  Square  School 


Originally  built  in  1 894,  the  Oak  Square 
School  is  the  last  remaining  wooden  build- 
ing of  the  old  schoolhouses  of  Boston. 
With  considerable  attention  to  historic 
elements,  CityDesign  converted  this  Na- 
tional Register  property  to  residential 
condominium  use. 

In  1985,  the  design  for  the  Oak  Square 
School  was  granted  a  Preservation  Award 
by  the  Massachusetts  Historic  Commis- 
sion. The  new  owners  are  the  Allston- 
Brighton  Community  Development  Cor- 
poration and  The  Architectural  Conserva- 
tion Trust  (ACT)  for  Massachusetts.

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PROJECT  DESIGN  SUMMARY 


The  site  design  generally  follows  the  parcelization  concept 
developed  by  the  BRA,  and  provides  12  two-family  dwellings  and  5 
single  family  dwellings  (including  two  structures  on  the  Shawmut 
Bank  parcels) .   Two  of  the  single-family  units  are  one-story  two 
bedroom  barrier-free  units  in  accordance  with  the  requirements 
of  the  Architectural  Access  Board.   All  other  units  have  three 
bedrooms. 

The  locations  of  some  one-  and  two-  family  units  vary  from  the 
BRA  Concept  Plan  to  provide  a  more  equitable  parcelization  of 
the  available  land.   Also,  we  have  turned  more  of  the  units 
along  the  Garrison-Trotter  Pedestrian  Way  (Harold  Street)  to 
face  the  pedestrian  way.   We  believe  this  will  integrate  the 
pedestrian  way  more  into  the  life  of  the  neighborhood  and  make 
it  more  active  and  safer. 

We  are  suggesting  the  use  of  shared  driveways  to  access  parking 
for  the  "landlocked"  units  fronting  the  pedestrian  way.   These 
can  be  treated  as  right-of-way  easements  within  the  overall 
fee-simple  ownership  concept  of  the  site  development  plan. 

We  have  provided  units  substantially  larger  in  area,  and 
therefore  in  footprint,  than  suggested  in  the  RFP.   The  outside 
dimensions  of  our  two-family  units  are  36'  X  44'  overall,  as 
compared  to  the  suggested  minimum  of  30'  X  40'.   This  allows  a 
net  area  for  each  three  bedroom  unit  of  153  0  square  feet  without 
counting  any  potential  attic  space.   We  believe  these  larger 
units  will  be  most  attractive  to  homebuyers  in  this  very 
competitive  market. 

The  unit  design  is  based  on  the  successful  design  used  in  the 
team's  recently  completed  Southwest  Crossing  project  on  a  former 
BRA-Owned  site  in  Roslindale.   Traditional  "Victorian"  features 
such  as  front  bay  windows  and  carefully  detailed  porches  are 
retained,  while  side  projections  have  been  deleted  to  adjust  to 
the  narrow  infill  sites.   The  floor  plans  have  been  adjusted 
slightly  from  the  Southwest  Crossing  design  to  provide  more 
living  area,  including  an  even  larger  living  room,  two  full 
baths,  and  a  generous  country  kitchen/dining  area.
